NO SHOW FOK WOMEN. 


Civil Service Commissioner Ed- 
gerton Explains Why More 
Are Not Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—"There are 
ten men sent for, for clerkships, to one 
woman," said Civil Service Commissioner 
Edgerton to-day. 
"In some of the de- 
partments absolutely no requisitions 
come to us for women, and very few are 
demanded anywhere. The result is that 
women stand almost no show at all to be 
appointed. A lady was appointed in the 
postoffice department from New York 
yesterday. 
Her standing was very high 
in every branch. In arithmetic it was 
100; yet her name had been on our lists 
for a long time. Men readily get posi- 
tions whose standing is no more than 90 
per cent, on an average. 


"How do you account for this state of 
things?" was asked, 


"Oh, there is no real reason for it. 
It 
is more a matter of prejudice than any- 
thing else. 
Some chief of bureau or 
other officer has an incompetent woman 
sometime, or some woman 
that is 
troublesome, and so he will not try an- 
other. 
Then there is a feeling in cer- 
tain quarters that if one happens to get 
an incompetent woman she is hard to 
get rid of; that she will bring infiuences 
to bear, and will ¡perhaps shed tears. 
Then it is a little hard to tell a woman 
that she is unsatisfactory. 
The chiefs 
feel that a man will understand and take 
it as a man, but a woman will make a 
fuss; then, strange enough, there is a 
vast army of men pushing all the while 
for the small places that women usually 
get, and so, taking it in all, they stand a 
poor chance."

In May the cod fishermen are in pos- 
session, and it was to have a view of the 
fishery that we drove out. 
On the wide 
beach under the bliiil, perhaps a score 
of narrow, sharp pointed dories were 
drawn up. 
Four more we savv rising 
and falling on the swells outside the line 
of breakers. 
"They are coming," said 
our friend as he hastened down to view 
the operation. 
A horse attached to a 
fish cart stood on the sand where a dozen 
bronzed 
and 
sturdy 
fishermen 
were 
watching the incoming boats. 


Codfish strike in here between the 
middle and last of April, the pollock a 
little later. 
They are caught with hook 
and line, though on the south shore 
some trawls are set. 
The bait used ifi 
the long clam, which has to be brought 
from Tuckermuck and Muskegat islands, 
which lie lo the westward of Nantucket 
Gathering them forms the business ol 
quite a number of the toilers who build 
little shanties on the islands and Uve 
there for days, digging clams between 
tides. 
By the time we have learned this 
the foremost boat has reached the break- 
ers, and we watch anxiously to sea how 
the boatman would get through without 
being swamped. Both skill and strength 
are required to effect this. 


The orasman balanced his boat on the 
swells just outside the line of breakers 
and waited till the biggest of the "three 
brothers" came towering on, when he 
rode triumphantly in on its crest, being 
carried far up the strand where liis wait- 
ing fellows seized the boat and ran it up 
beyond the reach of succeeding waves. 
The second and third did equally well, 
but the fourth miscalculated, and the 
prow of his boat dashed into the sand 
and was held in the midst of the surf. 
In a moment 
the 
succeeding 
wave 
pounded upon it, filled it and swept man, 
boat, fish and oars far up the beach. 
The man, however, gathered up the 
scattered cargo, emptied the dory by 
turning her over, and soon had her out 
of the waves' 
reach. 
Sometimes, 
in 
coming through the surf, the boats are 
thrown end over end. 


The dories contain from twenty to 
thirty large cod and pollock, with an oc- 
casional ugly skate or big-mouthed scul- 
pin. 
The cart is backed down to the 
boats, the cod and pollock are thrown in 
and carted to the dealing and pickling 
room where, after being dressed and 
salted, they are dried on flakes in the 
sun, and marketed. 
Very little fresh 
fish is exported from the island, but the 
cured fish has the highest reputation ol 
any in the mai'ket.—Cor. Detroit Free 
Press.

A RASCAL CAUOHT. 


Description of the " K i o t 
G u n . " 


When a Chicago dispatch saying that 
Inspector Bonfield had "received a sam- 
ple riot gun" from a Connecticut firm 
was read by a Broadway gun dealer he 
said: 


'It is a repeating shot-gun recently in- 
vented, and is very good weapon for the 
purpose. 
A short steel tube under the 
barrel holds six cartridges loaded with 
buckshot or any other size of shot. 
A 
small cylinder just right to take hold of 
with the hand is sUpped over the car- 
tridge tube, a steel rod running from it 
to the mechanism of the gun's breeoh. 
By sliding this grip piece along the car- 
tridge tube and back to its place again, a 
discharged shell is thrown out, a fresh 
cartridge inserted, and the gun cocked. 
Each cartridge holds an ounce and a 
quarter of buckshot. 
The six cartridges 
can be fired six times in three seconds. 
They are now in use by the express com- 
panies and postoffice agents in the west 
where road agents abound, and not 
equalled by any weapon for demoraliz- 
ing a gang of evil doers."

OPERATIONS 


Resumed by the Lake Shore Com- 
pany This Momingr. 


OHIOAOO, June 29.—The Lake Shore 
Eailroad company began operations at 
o'clock this morning, 250 police and 
Pinkerton men, the latter armed as on 
yesterday, with Winchester rifles, taking 
possession of 
the Forty-third street 
switching yards. By 9 o'clock two long 
freight trains had been made up and 
started south, strongly guarded, but met 
no molestation. At 10 o'clock a Pinker- 
ton squad accompanied a switch engine 
to the Union stock yards to get a train 
of live stock. 


A SMAUCI FIOHT. 


CracAGO, June 29.—A hand to hand 
combat occurred this morning between 
some union and non-union men, at the 
new Jacobs building. The non-union 
ists, fourteen in number, have been at 
work for the last few days finishing odd 
jobs. The unionists held a meeting last 
night, and determined to put their ene 
mies to flight. They accordingly ap 
peared on the scene this morning with 
clubs and stones, and succeeded in 
frightening the non-union men, but they 
were driven away by the police before 
anything serious occurred. 
One of the 
rioters, named Boscer, was arrested and 
when brought before Justice Scully, he 
was fined $25.00. 


At noon trains were being made up at 
the Forty-third street and Englewood 
yards and sent out as usnal. 
Each 
train was guarded by ten or twelve Pin- 
kerton men who were armed with Win- 
chesters. 
A freight train was made up 
at the stock yards during the forenoon 
and sent east without interference. 


ANOTHEB AITACK. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—Another savage 
assault on non-union carpenters occurred 
this forenoon at Jeflerson, northwest of 
the oity. A squad of union men invad- 
ed {a house where {five men were work 
ing and handled all roughly, a workman 
named McKean, sixty-five years old, 
,being seriously injured. 
During the 
affray a contractor named Ballargeon 
was struck with a sharp implement and 
his right ear severed from his head.

An invention which, it is claimed by 
gas engineers, 
will 
revolutionize the 
present system of gas-Hghting has just 
been perfected by Dr. 
Auer in the 
chemical laboratory of the Vienna uni- 
versity. 
Briefly described, the invention 
may be said to consist in rendering a 
cotton wick incombustible by impreg- 
nating it with a metallic liquid.

H E R E YOU ARE. 


Program of the Senate's Work 
for this Week. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The caucus 
of the republican senators, held, made 
the following program for this week: 
Monday, Kansas land grant bill; Tues- 
day, legislation appropriation bill; Wed- 
nesday, DesMoines river land veto; 
Thursday, river and harbor bül; Friday, 
whisky bill; Saturday, the olemargarine 
bül. 


In the senate to-day Mr. Hawley, 
from the committee on military affairs, 
reported back a joint resolution appoint- 
ing Gen. W. Well, of New Jersey, Gen- 
eral Martin Mahone, of New York, and 
Captain John L. Mitchell, of Wisconsin, 
managers of national homes for disabled 
soldiers, to fill vacancies. 


Mr. Beck introduced a bill to author- 
ize the postmaster general to appoint 
and remove postmasters of the third 
class, who are now appointed and re- 
moved by the president. 
Referred to 
postoffice committee. 


The senate has passed the Des Moines 
land bill over the president's veto by a 
vote af 34 to 15. 


In the house, Mr. Glover, of Missouri, 
moved to discharge the committee of in- 
vestigation appointed under his resolu- 
tion to inquire into the the case against 
Lancaster, of Missouri. 


Mr. Lowry opposed the motion and 
said Mr. Glover, in conversation, said he 
wanted the investigation to proceed. 
Mr. Glover denied the conversation. 
Mr. Lowry said it was a question of 
veracity, and hereafter he would have a 
witness to all intercourse with Mr. 
Glover. 


The motion to discharge the commit- 
tee was lost. 


The report of the conference commit- 
tee on the pension appropriation bill was 
agreed to. 


The president has approved the act to 
legalize the corporation of national trades 
unions, the act granting a franking privi- 
lege to Julia D. Grant, an act to remove 
the political disabilities of J. G. Flowers 
of Mississippi, and ten miscellaneous 
bills, including a bill to pension the wid- 
ow of Commodore A. A. Semmes. 
The 
president also vetoed two private pen- 
sion bills. 


Wm. E. Smith, assistant secretary of 
the treasury, has tendered his resigna- 
tion, to take effect July 1 next, in order 
to accept the position of solicitor for the 
St Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba 
Bailroad company. The president has 
selected as his successor Hon. Hugh 
Thompson, of South Carolina, and will 
send his nomination to the senate to- 
morrow. Mr. Thompson, it is said, is a 
man of ability and in entire accord with 
the president's policy on all questions. 


Judge E. Van Long, of Warsaw, was 
yesterday confirmed as chief justice of 
ew Mexico. 
William G. Ewing has been nominated 
by President Cleveland for district at- 
torney at Chicago.

CUSTER'S LIST FIGHT. 


HOW THE HERO FELL THIS 25TH 
OF JUNE TEN YEARS AGO. 


G E N . 
C U S T E R

Chief, Who Defeated Caster on the 
I.lttle Big: Horn—Hfa Children—Carly, 
the General's Scout. 
This 25th of June, 1886, it is ten year» 
since the day when brave GeiL Custer and 
his band of soldiers were massacred on the 
Little Big Horn river, in Montana. The 
wild Indian region of ten years ago is a 
civilized coimtry now. 
Flocks and herds 
graze peacefully where brave Custer and 
his men marched to their death that day. 
The only bit of real wildness in all that 
country is the National Yellowstone park, 
set apart by government as a "public park 
or pleasure ground for the benefit of the 
people." 


It is the strangest river in the world, that 
Yellowstone, down a branch of which heroic 
Custer marched with his men. 
It was ex- 
plored for the first time in 1870-7L 
When 
the surveying party came suddenly to a 
square mile of hot springs they could on\y 
stop and wonder. 
The terrific rift in the 
mountains, 3 000 feet deep some distance 
further on, with the rapid river 
flowing 
through the bottom, was still more wonder- 
ful. 
It was awful. 
The ravine is so sunless 
that in broad daylight persons looking up 
from the bottom can see the stars. 


George A. Custer was an Ohio man, bom 
in an obscure country village, New Rumley, in 
Harrison 
county, 
near the Pennsyl- 
vania 
border, in 
1839. His ancestry 
was Pennsylvania 
German, a s f a r 
back as the revolu- 
tion. In point of 
fact be was de- 
scended from one 
of the H e s s i a n : 
oflBcers who fought 
on the wrong side? 
in t3ie 
American j 
revolution. 
There? 
was little of th»: 
phlegmatic 
G e r - 
man temperament 
in the boy George, however. 
He was as 
restless and nervous as a t^quiireL 
He was 
educate 1 at West Point. A good story is 
told of him in his senior year, 1861. He 
was officer of the guard one day, and 
was put under arrest for not making two 
cadets cease fighting. He wanted to see 
which would whip, and was letting the fel- 
lows fight it out, when suddenly Gi'ii. Hazen, 
then a lieutenant, came on the scene, Cus- 
ter was put under arrest. 
His class was al- 
lowel to go at once to the seat of war, 
where officers were so much needed, but 
Custer was not with thena. On the contrary, 
he pined in a guard house at West Point, 
He was regularly court>-maFtialed on the 
sp'^cification that "he, the said Custer, did 
fail to suppress a riot or disturbance near 
the guard tent, and did fail to separate, 
etc., but, on the contrary, did cry out in a 
loud t' n of voice: 
'Stand back, boys, let's 
have a fa r i gh 
or words to that effect." 


While waiting sentence a te egram came 
from Washington ordering his release and 
commanding him 
to report at Wash- 
ington for duty. 
From that on he 
entered heart and 
.«;oul into the war. 
He won fame as a 
cavalry leader, and 
one p r o m o t i o n 
after another was 
accorded him till 
he who had entered 
the war as a lieu- 
tenant came out a 
brevet 
brigadier 
general. 


The war over, he 
was ordered for 
service to the far 
west and 
became 
an Indian 
fighter. 
The country rang 
u ith his praises. 
His lamented death made 
an impression only second to that caused by 
the nmrder of a president. 
Yet so soon are 
even the greatest and best forgotten that 
few even remember now when and where 
bold Custer was killed. 
To recall the story 
to their memory these lines are written. 


Of all the red foes our soldiers ten years 
aero had to meet. Sitting Bull, the Sioux, 
was the wiliest. He considers himseif a good 
Roman Catholic Christian, but one who sees 
h s portrait cannot help fancying that his 
pious beads and medals and crucifix are worn 
quite as much for ornamentation as for de- 
votion. 
He has a splendidly stronp;, though 
c r u e l , 
relentless 
face. 
It 
t a k e s 
many, 
years to 
make a good In- 
dian out. of such a 
red man as Sitting 
Bull. He had a 
huge 
head, 
with 
hair who.se 
color 
was 
brown—very 
unusual for an In- 
dian. 
He could 
neither read nor 
write, but, strange 
to say, he kept a 
journal, which a 
scout 
found and 
brought into the 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s 
army 
camp. 
It 
contained a history of his life, drawn in 
grotesque Indian pictures. 
Most of them 
represented S. B. killing somebody, white or 
red. 


Sitting Bull destroyed Custer and his com- 
mand on the Little Big Horn river, June 25, 
1876. 
He then fled across the border to 
British America and annoyed the United 
States government people six years longer. 
It was not till 1882 that he finally surren- 
dered. 
Even then he has always claimed 
that he himself did not suri-ender. It was 
his son Crowfoot, the lively Indian youth 
who apfjears in the picture, that at last 
snatched his father's gun and handed it over 
to Maj. Brotherton. 
The boy has some of 
his 
father's own 
grit. His clear cut, 
strong face shows 
him to be a chip of 
the old block. Sit- 
ting 
Bull was 
rather pleased at 
Ills boy's 
daring, 
and let the surren- 
der stand. 
Unlike 
the Apache Geron- 
imo, Sitting Bull 
kept his word, and 
never 
made the 
white people any 
more trouble after 
giving up. The 
long braided 
hair 
upon each side is a badge of the Sioux. 


Sitting Bull has a pretty little daughter. 
Thii; picture of her is from a photograph 
taketi a year ago in Bismarck, Dakota. The 
little maiden, except for the cruel and merci- 
ie»» strings of wampiuu ia her «an, would

Custer's force was divided into tliree o(d> 
cimns on that fatal day, one commanded by 
Maj. Reno, another by C3oL Benteen, tlw 
third by Custer hunself. 
The plan was for 
these three columns to take different routes 
converging toward the Indian village on th« 
Little Big Horn. 
The rest of the story may 
be told in one sentence. 
Reno and Benteen 
failed to come to time, Custer and his men 
reached the village, fought an overwhelm- 
ing fore 3 of Indians till every man died in 
his tracks. 
For a mile or more their bodies 
were found strung along the banks of the 
Little Big Horn, just where they felL The 
particulars of this last fight are as thrilling 
as the story of Thermopylae. It ought to 
be put into the school books for American 
boys to read and draw inspirations from. 


The Indian scout Curiy, who tells the 
story, was the only one with Custer who es- 
caped from the massacre. 
He had been with 
the leader several years, and was trusted 
and faithful He was a Crow. The fight 
began at 2 o'clock and lasted till simset. 
The white men who fought it knew long ere 
it closed that it was d^perate. 
As soon as 
Curly saw this he went to Gen. Custer and 
begged him to let him lead him to a place of 
safety of which he 
knew. 
There was 
one way of escape 
whereby a single 
man, the general, 
c o u l d be saved- 
Ciu-ly pressed the 
proposition 
earn- 
estly on his gen- 
eral. Custer's hpad 
fell on his breast a, 
moment, as if in/ 
deep thought. Then 
he looked up calm- 
ly, and waved the 
scout away. 
That 
was the last time Curly ever looked on the 
face of his general alive. 


In that moment the dashing, heroic cav- 
alry leader chose between life and death. He 
fought like a tiger himself before giving up 
his life. 


The Indians closed in around him at too 
close quarters for him to use gun or pistoL 
Then he snatched his saber. 
The Indians 
say that he killed three braves withjjis 
saber before he was finally overcome. 
Then 
a chief, namid Rain-in-the-Face, who had 
a mortal grudt^e at the white leader, shot 
and killed him. 
Such bravery as he had 
shown his M'ild enemies reverenced as more 
than mortal. 
His was the only body they 
left unmutilateti 
This proved that they 
looked on it with superstitious awe. The 
Indians say there were more of their braves 
killed than of white men. 


Curly, the Crow scout, escaped alone by 
the way he had indicated to Custer. He 
washed his Crow paint off and let his hair 
down like a Sioux, and thus, undetected, 
hovered around till the awful fight was 
over. 
Then, as much dead as alive with 
grief and horror, he followed on down the 
river till he reached the steamboat landing.

THEIR MONUMENT. 


It seems that, all the while the flve hours' 
fight was going on, Reno and Benteen were 
not more than three or four miles away. 
Reno heard the firing, and knew that his 
chief was engaged with the enemy. 


Reno had been even attacked by a portion 
of the hostiles flying toward the Custer 
fight. 
They came riding like the wind, 
"crouching over the necks of their fleet little 
ponies, 
flogging 
away with 
their 
short 
whips, firing random bullets in the air, and 
all the time yelling out their 'Hil yip—yip 
—yip—yip—hi-yah!' " 
The sight seems to 
have been rather a demoralizing one to 
Reno and his men- 


A monument was erected on the scene of 
the massacre. 
The horrible relic hunters are 
already f i st chipping it away. Three Custers, 
a sister's husband and a beloved, 
bright- 
haired schoolboy nephew, perished of the 
hapless i amily that day. 
Col. Tom Custer 
and young Boston Custer were the general's 
brother^. 
These were all found in a group 
close together. 
The monument contains the 
names of those who fell, the flower of the 
United States Seventh Cavalry regiment. 
It is one of the mo.st thrilling stories ever 
told in any language. 


A Celebrated American Theologian. 
One of the most celebrated of American 
divines died recently a t his home in Lan- 
caster, Pa., at the age of 83 year.s. It was 
the Rev. Dr. John Williamson Nevin. He 
was a native of Pennsylvania, of Scotch- 
Irish descent. 
In early youth he exhibited 
a strong theological turn of mind, which 
developed in after years until he became 
famous as a sturdy champion of Christianity. 


He graduated from Union college, Schen- 
e c t a d y, at the 
early age of 18. 
He entered Prince- 
ton T h e o l o g i c a l 
seminary in 1823, 
where he became 
distinguished as a 
Hebrew 
s c h o l a r 
a n d 
student oi 
biblical literature. 
He afterward filled 
chairs i n t h e s e 
branches of learn- 
in g in Princeton 
and other colleges. 
The Western Theo- 
logical 
seminary, 
now a power in the 
Presbyterian 
church, 
owes 
much of 
its prosperity to the early 
labors of 
Dr, 
Nevin. In 1840 he took a pro- 
fessorship in the Theological 
seminary 
of 
the Reformed 
Church 
at 
Mer- 
cersburg. 
Pa,, and was afterward 
made 
president of Mai-shall college at that place. 
Through the publication of a tract called 
"The Anxious Bench" Dr. Nevin became, in 
1843, involved in a controversy which nearly 
created a schism in the Reformed Church, 
and was the beginning of the movement 
known as the "Mercersburg 
Theology." 
From 1849 to 1853 be edited The Mercersburg 
Review, and during this time got into a 
theological controversy with Rev. Orestes 
R. Brcnson, D. D., of Boston, which at- 
tracted wide attention at the tima 
Prom 
1866 to 1876 he was the president of Franklin 
and Marshall college, alter which he retired 
from public life.

"I was 
once walking through a garden with 
Ruskin, when I observed him to stoop 
low down and glance sideways at the 
sky: Wondering at this movement oi 
his, I heard him say: 
'Do put your head 
down here and you will see what I see.' 
And so I bent dov^-n also and saw what 
he had discovered—the wondrous loveli- 
ness of a tree's buds against the sky. It 
is this seeing for sweetness and light that 
has given Mr. Ruskin the secrets of powei 
over human nature more than any of his 
critical theories.—London Standard.

A decision of much importance to Indi- 
ana tax-payers was rendered by the su- 
preme court in the case of W. G. Was- 
son, as treasurer of Marion county, vs. 
the First National bank. 
The court 
holds that national bank stock, where 
they have no other credits or moneyed 
capital, may deduct their bona fide in- 
debtedness from the assessed value of 
the stock. 


In answer to an interrogatory from 
State Auditor Bice, "Can a person who 
resides in this state, but has gone abroad 
to a foreign country with his family, 
where he has lived for two years, but 
with the intention of returning, be taxed 
here?'' Attorney-general Hord has given 
an affirmative answer, holding that he 
does not give up his residence here if he 
intends to return, and is, consequently 
subject to taxation in this stjte. 


The commissioners opened bids for 
coal this morning. Boltz & Derheimer 
got the small coal contract for the season 
at $6.25 a ton. They also furnish hard 
furnace coal for the court house at $5.18 
a ton. H. C. Moderwell furnishes the soft 
coal to the asylum and jail at $3.45 a 
ton and the hard coal to the asylum at 
$5.10 on track.

Tbe Case Is Again Handled by tbe 
Supreme Court. 


The Indiana supreme court has denieiK 
% rehearing in the case of Hannah Lang- 
ley vs. Sarah Mayhew. Judge Niblack 
penned the opinion. The facts, as found 
in this case, established a release by the 
appellant of all claims against her hus- 
band's estate, independently of the pro- 
visions made for her by his will, and the 
release so established took this case out 
of the range of cases which hold that 
the widow is entitled to an absolute sum 
out of the personal estate of her husband 
in addition to any provisions by will. 
Some of these eases go to an extreme 
limit as to the rights a widow has to an 
absolute sum out of her husband's es- 
tate. The supreme court would not now 
follow some of those cases to the extent 
to which they would lead—notably the 
cases of Nelson vs. Wilson, 61 Ind., 255, 
and Whiteman vs. Swem, 75 Ind., 530— 
but would, in a proper case, accept the 
testamentary rule of construction laid 
down by the case of Morrison vs. Bow- 
man, 29 California, 337. 


Judge Zollars writes that the supreme 
coiurt has adjourned for the summer, aud 
there will be no further sitting until Sep- 
tember 16. The judges are 850 cases be- 
hind the docket, and their vacation will 
be employed in reviewing those which 
have been submitted to them.

This 25th of JUDO, 1880, it is ton years 


since tho day when bravo Gen. Custer .am 
his band of soldiers were massacred on the 
Little Big Horn river, in Montana. The 
wild Indian region of ten yoara ago Is a 
civilized country now. 
Flecks and herds 


graze peacefully where bravo Custor anti 
lm men marched to their death that day. 
The only bit of real wildness in ail that 
couatry is the National Yellowstone park, 
set apart by government as a "public park 
or pleasure ground for tho benefit of tho 
people." 


It is tho strangest river in tho world, that 


Yellowstone, down a branch of which horoic 
Custor marched with his men. It was ex- 
plored fur tho first time !n 1870-71, "When 
tho surveying party came suddenly to a 
square milo of hot springs thoy could onjy 
stop nnd wonder. The terrific rift in the 
mountains, 3 000 feet deep some distance 
further on, with the rapid river flowing 
through tho bottom, was still more wonder- 
ful. 
Ifc was awful. The ravine is so sunless 


that in broad daylight persons looking up 
from the bottom can see the stars. 


George A. Ouster was an Ohio man, born 


in an obscure uouutry village, New Rumley, in 
Harrison 
county, 


near tho Pennsyl- 
vania border, in 
1839. His ancestry 
was Pennsylvania 
Gorman, as far 
back as the revolu- 
tion. In point of 
fact he was de- 
scended from ono 
of the Hessian 
officers who foughl 
on tho wrong side!

Ho wanted to see 
which would whip, and was letting tho fel- 
lows fight h out, when suddenly Gen. Ha/en, 
then a lieutenant, came nn the scene. Cus- 
Lerwasput under arrest His class was al- 
lowed to go at onco to th» suut of war, 
where officers were so much needed, but 
Custor was not with them. On the contrary, 
ho pined in a guard houso at West Point. 
Ho wns regularly comt-inartialod on tho 
specification that "ho, the said Ouster, did 
lail to suppress a riot or disturbance near 
the guard tent, and did fail to separate, 
etc., but, on tho contrary, did cry out in a 
loud t' n • of voice: 'Stand back, boys, let's 
have a fa r J'gh ,' or words to that effect." 


While waiting sonceneo n to.(.'gram came 


from Washington ordering his release and 


commanding him 
to report at Wash- 
ington for duty. 
From that on ho 
entered heart nnd 
soul into tho war.

Then 
a chief, named Uain-in-the-Face, who hat 
a mortal grudjjo at tho white leader, shot 
and killed him. Such bravery as he had 
shown hi-; wild enemies reverenced as moro 
ban mortal. His was 'the only body they 
oft unmutilatod. 
This proved that they 


ooked on it with superstitious awe. The 
Indians say there were more of their braves 
killed than of white men. 


Curly, the Crow scout, escaped alone by 
he way ho had indicated to Custor, Ho 
washed his Orow paint off and lefc his hair 


•n liko a Sioux, and .thus, undetected, 


hovered around till tho awful fight wai 
over. Then, as much dead as alive with 
jripf nnd horror, ho followed on down tin 
iver till ho reached tho steamboat landing.

It seems that, all tho while the five hours' 
ght was going on, Hono and Rcnteen were, 


not, moro than throe or four miles away. 
Rono heard tho tiring, and knew that his 
chief was engaged with tho enemy. 


Reno had been even attacked by a. portion 


of the hostilos flying toward tho Caster 
fight. Thoy came riding like tho wind, 
"crouchino; over tho necks of their fleet littlo 
ponios, flogging away with their short 
whips, firing random bullets in tho air, and 
all tho time yelling out thoir 'Hil yip—yip

have been rather a demoralizing ono to 
Reno and his men. 


A monument was orected on tho scene of

Imired schoolboy nephew, perished of ilia 
hapless family that Any. Col. Tom Custer 
and young Boston Custur were tho general's 
brother.-'.

Tho monument contains tha 
names of th-wo who fell, thf flower of the 
United States Seventh Cavalry regiment. 
It is ono of: tho most thrilling stories over 
told in any language.

TUe Case fs Again Dandled by the 


Supreme Court. 


Tho Indiana supreme court ha» denied 


a rehearing in tho case of Hannah Lang- 
ley vs. Sarah Mayhew. Judge Niblaek 
penned the opinion. The facts, OB found 
in this case, established a release by the 
appellant of all claims against her hus- 
band's estate, independently of the pro- 
visions made for her by his will, and the 
release so established took this oase out 
of the range of oases which hold that 
the widow is entitled to an absolute snm 
out of the personal estate of her husband 
in addition to any provisions by will. 
Some of these oases go to an extreme 
limit as to the rights a widow has to an 
absolute ssm out of her husband's es- 
tate. The supremo court would not now 
follow some of those oases to tho extent 
to which they would lead—notably the 
eases of Nelson vs. Wilson, 61 Ind., 255, 
and Whitemau vs. Sworn, 75 Tnd., 530— 
but would, in a proper case, accept tho 
testamentary rule of construction laid 
down by tho case of Morrison vs. Bow- 
man, 29 California, 337. 


Judge Collars writes that the supreme 


court has adjourned for the summer, aud 
there will be no further sitting until Sep- 
tember 16. The judges are 850 cases be- 
hind the docket, and their vacation, will 
be employed in reviewing those which 
have been submitted to them.
